The garrison and
theinhabitantsvere almost without provisions,
and it is most probable that their ammunition
was nearly exhausted, while they were obliged

OUR DETECUIVE SYSTEM.

Wi vesterday allnded to soms of the defects
of our police system, and especially to the
pecessity for a radieal veform in the so-called
deteotive branch of the police. It has been
demonsirated over and over again that our
detective system is not merely worthless, but
that it is a direct enconragement to crime.
The detoctives, by their own showing, are the
habitual associates of professional thieves
and burglars: and experience has shown that
it is nearly if not quite impossible to pro-
enre the arrest and conviction of this clasa of
offenders by their aid, and the ounly redrosa that
those who are robbed are able to obtain is to
offer a sniliciently large rewanrd to induce the
men who are paid by the pnblie n« officers of
the law to exert themsclves for the recovery
of the stolen goods, If the reward is large
enough, and is offered in time, before the
thieves have an opportunity to carry their
plunder out of the ecity. stolen goods ean
pearly always Lo regained, but the Lurglars
are allowed to remain at liberty and to pursne
their business almost without fear that they
will be called to acconnt for their misdeeds.

Two recent cases will illustrate in the
clearest possible manner the practioa! work-
ings of the detective system, and demonstrats
not merely that it is worth nothing as a pro-
tection to property, but that it is a dangerous
auxiliary to the criminsl classes. A few
months ago the store of Mr. George W.
Vogel, on Chesnut street, above Eleveuth,
was robbed of about 210,000 worth of geods,
for the recovery of which a reward of #1000,
or ten per cent., was oftered. As the thieves
were able to obtain from twenty to twenty-
five per cent. of the valne of their plunder
from the receivers of stolen zoods, the detec-
tives were not able to find ¢ither the burglars
or the goods, and the whole was therefore a
dead loss.
